ANNEXURE 

POLICY FOR IMPORT OF FEATURE 

FILMS AND VIDEO RIGHTS OF FEATURE 
FILMS AND THEIR DISTRIBUTION 
AND PRICING 

1. Applicability :—This Policy is applicable to the 
import of films and video rights of films and their 
distribution and pricing and other matters ancillary 
thereto. 

2. Definitions :—For the purpose of this policy, 
unless the context otherwise requires :— 

(a) “Board” means the Central Board of Film 
Certification set up under the Cinematograph 
Act, 1952 ; 

(b) “Committee” means the Film Import Selec¬ 
tion Committee constituted under Clause 

5; 

(c) “Corporation” means the National Film 
Development Corporation Limited, Bom¬ 
bay ; 

(d.) “Festive”' means the competitive or non¬ 
competitive International Film Festival of 
India (called Filmotsav when it is non¬ 
competitive) organised by the Directorate of 
Film Festivals ; 

(e) “Film” means a ‘feature film’ as defined in 
the Cinematograph (Certification) Rules, 
1983 issued under Section 8 of the Cinema¬ 
tograph Act, 1952 but excludes a video film 
or a film categorised as “Pre-doniinantly 
educational Film” by the Board ; 

(D "Non-Resident Indian” means and inclu¬ 
des :— 

(1) an Indian citizen who stays abroad for 
employment or for carrying business or 


vocation or for any other puipose in cir¬ 
cumstances indicating an indefinite period 
of stay outside India, but does not include 
a Government Servant or an employee 
of a public sector undertaking or an auto¬ 
nomous body mainly financed by the 
Government ; 

(ii) a person of Indian origin settled abroad, 
if hejshe at any time held an Indian Pass¬ 
port or hejshe or either of his her parents 
or grand parents was an Indian and a 
permanent resident in undivided India 
at any time. A wife of a citizen of India 
or a person of Indian origin shall also be 
deemed to be a person of Indian origin 
even though she may be of non-Indian 
origin ; and 

(iiij overseas companies, partnership firms, 
societies, trusts and other corporate bodies 
owned entirely by persons covered by (i) 
orjand (ii) above. 

Importing Agencies : 

3. A film shall be imported only by the Corpora¬ 
tion. However, the following may also import films 
in accordance with the provisions contained in Clauses 
4 to 9 and 16 to 23 :— 

(a) Private Indian Parties ; 

(b) Non-Resident Indians ; 

(c) Foreign Parties. 

General conditions relating to import of films by 
all agencies 

4. The film proposed to be imported should 
have :— 

(a) won an award in any International Film 
Festival notified by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting ; or 

(b) participated in any of the official sections 
of the notified International Film Festivals ; 
or 

(c) received good reviews in prestigious film 
journals notified by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting. 

Selection of Films for Import : 

5. All proposals for import of films under this 
policy shall be scrutinised with a view to determining 
their suitability for import into India in accordance 
with the provisions contained in Clause 6 of this 
policy, by* a Film Import Selection Committee consti¬ 
tuted by the Central Government. The Committee 
will consist of a Chairman, two Vice-Chairmen and 
such other members as may be notified by the Govern¬ 
ment from time to time. The quorum for the meetings 
of the Committee will also be notified by the Govern¬ 
ment. 
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6. A film shall not be approved by the Committee 
for import into India unless the film meets the follow¬ 
ing requirements regarding quality :— 

(a) it should be of aesthetic value ; 

(b) it should be cinematically of a good stan 
dard ; 

(c) it should provide, clean, healthy entertain¬ 
ment to the audience. 

(d) it should not be violative' of any guidelines 
issued by the Government under the Cine¬ 
matograph Act, 1952 ; 

Provided that permission to import a film under this 
policy shall not be construed as clearance for public 
exhibition under the Cinematograph Act ; 1952. 

7. The Committee, if it so desires, for the purpose 
of judging the suitability of a film for import, can 
preview the film, and, for that purpose, the importing 
agency shall provide a print or a video tape of the 
film on demand. 

8. The decision of the Committee regarding suita¬ 
bility of a film for import shall be final. 

Additional conditions for import by agencies other 
than the Corporation. 

9 . In the case of private Indian parties, non-resident 
Indians and foreign parties, the Import of films shall 
be subject to the following additional conditions :— 

(a) Before actual import of a film into India, 
the importing agency shall be required to 
pay canalisation fee to the Corporation as 
per provisions contained in Clauses 16(d), 
20(b) and 23. 

(b) The importing agency shall make available 
to the Corporation, the proof of award or 
participation in an international film festival 
or a photostat copy of the review referred 
to in Clause 4 of this policy. 

(c) The import of 'films shall be permitted only 
in regard to theatrical and television rights. 
In case the importing agency desires to im¬ 
port video rights in addition to theatrical 
and television rights of the film imported 
under this policy, it can do so on payment 
of an additional canalisation fee amounting 
\to 25 per cent, of the canalisation fee paya¬ 
ble for import of the film concerned. The 
permission to import video rights of a film 
will also amount to permission for duplica¬ 
tion in India on cassettes subject to other 
rendifionsllawslrcgulations for such duplica¬ 
tion ; 

(d) The importing agency shall :— 

(i) not import more than 15 prints of a film 

cleared for import ; 

(ii) import all the prints required for use in 
India, subject to the limit of 15 prints 
laid down in condition (i) above, How¬ 
ever, pre-recorded cassettes for exploi¬ 
tation of video rights of films imported 


under this policy can be manufactured 
in India ; and 

(iii) exploit or permit the theatrical exploita¬ 
tion of the film for a maximum penod of 
5 years from the date' of certification of 
the film by the Central Board of Film 
Certification. Further, exploitation be¬ 
yond this period will be subject to fresh 
clearance by the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting on the basis of guidelines to be 
notified by the Ministry separately. 

(e) The date on which a film is actually import¬ 
ed shall be communicated to the Corpora¬ 
tion within thirty days of such import ; and 

(f) In case a film permitted to be imported 
under this policy is refused certification by 
the Board for public exhibition, the import¬ 
ing agency concerned will have the option 
to get the film replaced by another film 
which will be submitted for clearance as per 
the prescribed procedure or to request for 
refund of the canalisation fee. In the latter 
case, the entire amount of canalisation fee 
will be refuned to the agency by the Corpo¬ 
ration after deducting Rs. 5,000|- in case 
o? private Indian parties and US $ 500 in 
case of Non-Resident Indians. 

Film Import Selection Committee 

10. The terms of the Committee sbqll be two years 
from the date of its constitution, unless decided other¬ 
wise by the Government. 

11. The Committee except in matters relating to 
quorum for its meetings, will devise its work proce¬ 
dure. 

12. The Corporation will provide the Secretariat 
for this Committee. 

13. The headquarters of the Committee will be in 
Bombay. - 

Import of films by the Corporation 

14. The Corporation will import films within the 
amount of foreign exchange placed at its disposal by 
the Government. 

15. A film can be imported by the Corporation 
either on out-right purchase basis or on profit-sharing 
basis. In case, a film is imported on profit-sharing basis, 
the share of the foreign producer shall, in no 
case, exceed 60 per cent. The profit will be shared 
on the basis of net billings, after* deducting the actual 
expenses on cost of prints, freight, insurance, publi¬ 
city, customs duty, distribution commission and all 
Trdian taxes. 


Import of Films by Private Indian Parties 

16. A private Indian Party can import a film 
secreened in an official section or entered in the film 
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market of the Festival subject to its fulfilling the gene¬ 
ral conditions referred to in Clauses 4 to 9 the Policy 
and further subject to following conditions :— 

(a) an application in the form prescribed by the 
Corporation shall be submitted by the party 
to the Corporation alongwith an application 
fee of Rs. 1000|- ; 

(b) the price per film including royalty, cost of 
prints, trailers etc., shall be subject to a 
ceiling of Rs. 4 lakhs ; 

(c) a private Indian Party shall not be permitt¬ 
ed to purchase a film from a non-resident 
Indian ; 

(d) after the film has been approved for import 
and before it is permitted to be imported, 
the private Indian Party shall pay to the 
Corporation, a canalisation fee of 
Rs. 6Q,000[- per film in case of a film fall¬ 
ing under sub-clause (a) of Clause 4 and 
Rs. One lakh per film in case of a film 
falling under sub-clause (bj or (c) of Clause 
4 ; and 

(e) no repatriation of foreign exchange out of 
the earnings of the film shall be allowed. 

17. A decision as to whether or not a film has been 
approved for import by the Private Indian Party shall 
be communicated to him'her within 45 days from the 
date of receipt of the application in the prescribed 
form along with the Prescribed application fee or from 
the date of receipt of the print or video tape of the 
film, where desired by the Committee for the purpose 
of preview, whichever is later. 

18. In a case where a film has been approved for 
import, the permission for its import shall be conve¬ 
yed to the Private Indian Party within a period of 15 
days from the date of receipt of the canalisation fee. 

19. A Private Indian Party permitted by the Cor¬ 
poration to import a film shall utilise the foreign ex¬ 
change placed at its disposal and import the film with¬ 
in 60 days of the date of receipt of the approval or 
the date on which foreign exchange is placed at its 
disposal, whichever is later. If it fails to do so, the 
approval shall be treated as having been cancelled. 

Import of film by Non-Resident Indians 

20. A Non-Resident Indian can import a film 
either produced by himjher or in respect of which 
hejshe has acquired proprietary|distribution rights for 
India, subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) an application in the form prescribed by 
the Corporation shall be submitted by the 
Non-Resident Indian to the Corporation 
along with an application fee of US $ 100 : 


(b) after the film has been approved for import, 
and before it is permitted to be imported, 
the non-resident Indian shall pay to the 
Corporation, a canalisation fee of U S 
$ 8,000(- per film in case of a film falling 
under sub-clause (a) of Clause 4 and U S 
$ 10,000!- per film in case of a film falling 
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under sub-clause (b) or (c) of Clause 4 ; 

and 


(c) no repatriation of foreign exchange out of 
the earnings of the film shall be allowed. 

21. A decision as to whether or not a film has 
been approved for import by a non-resident Indian 
shall be communicated within 45 days from the 
date of receipt of the application in the prescribed 
' i orm ] along with prescribed application fee or from 
the date of receipt of the print or video tape of the 
film where desired by the Committee for the purpose 
of preview, whichever is later. 

22. In case where a film has been approved for 
import, the permission for its import shall be convey- 
ed within a period of 15 days from the date of receipt 
of the canalisation fee. 

Import of films by foreign parties 

23. The Central Government may authorise the 
Corporation to enter into an agreement with a foreign 
party permitting the latter to import and distribute 

own, films and video rights of such films pro¬ 
vided that such Agreement has received the prior ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government. 

Provided further that no condition of any such 
Agreement shall be violative of anv provision of this 
Policy. 


impon or video Rights of Films 

24. Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
clause (c) of Clause 9 of this policy, only video 
r::>hts of a film can also be imported into India, with¬ 
out importing the film itself. Such video rights shall 
be imported only by the Corporation. 


25. Import of video rights of a film shall be sub¬ 
ject to the Drovisions relating to import of films con¬ 
tained in Clauses 4 to 8 


Dubbing of imported films in other languages 

,?^■ A film imported or a video film in respect of 
which viedo rights have been permitted to be lmport- 
u in 1 accordance with the provisions of this policy 
shall be screened in the language in which it has 
been permitted to be imported and shall not be dubb¬ 
ed in any other language for the purpose of screening 


Provided that a film imported or a video film in 
respect of which video rights have been permitted to 
be imported as above which ha^ won an award in an 
international film festival referred to in sub-clause 
taj of Clause 4 and notified bv the Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting can be dubbed in any 
language for the purpose of screening in India 


Distribution of Imported filmsjvideo films 

27. An importing agency, including the Corpora- 
tion will make its own arrangement for distribution 
of films and video rights of films imported by them 
under this Policy. 3 
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Pricing 

28. Wherever a price is required to be paid for 
a film or video rights of a film imported under this 
Policy to a foreign party, it shall be directly settled 
with such foreign party by the importer, including 
the Corporation. 

Saving Clause 

29. Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Policy ; 

(a) the importation of films by the Motion Pic¬ 
ture Export Association of America 
(MPEAA) and Sovexport film under the 
existing agreements between them and the 
Corporation shall be governed by the pro¬ 
visions of the said agreements till the expiry 
of these agreements. However, provisions 
of Clauses 5 to 8 of this policy relating to 
selection of films for import shall be appli¬ 
cable to all films to be imported under the 
existing agreements also, and 

(b) the importation of films by the private 
Indian parties from amongst the films enter¬ 
ed in the Film Market organised on the oc¬ 
casion of Filmostav 88 will be governed as 


per the provisions of the Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting’s Public Notice 
No. 105|57|87-F. (I), dated 14-12-1987. 
However, the provisions of Clauses 5 to 8 
of this Policy relating to selection of films 
for import shall be applicable to all such 
films. 

(c) All proposals except those covered by sub¬ 
clauses (a) & (b) above pending with the 
Corporation on the date of notification of 
this Policy for import of feature films under 
the provisions of the Policy for Import of 
feature films announced by the Government 
vide Public Notice No. 112|7|84-F. (I), 
dated 12-10-1984, amended from time to 
time shall be governed by all the provisions 
of this Policy, except Clause 4 thereof. 

Power to relax etc. 

30. Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Policy, the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, being satisfied that it 
is necessary or expedient to do so, may waive or 
relax of the requirements of this Policy for reasons 
to be recorded in writing. 
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
